CURRENTPROCEDURE
At the present time, our water and wastewater plants are being inspected by Base Safety,
Fire Department and Navy Environmental Health Inspectors. Quite often, Base Safety and
Environmental Health Inspectors will both be inspecting for hearing hazards. It is not
unusual to have all three inspectors show up at the same time. Since the operaor must
be available to escort these people throughout the plants, it can cause problems.
